The Work of Rescue Successfully Prose- 


cuted in Spile of Fierce Flames in 


the Gangway—The Fire Still 


Raging Fiercely. 


PoTTSvrr.M, Pa., Feb. 19.—By an ex- 


plosion of mine gas at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, the- West Bear Ridge 
colliery of the Reading Coal & Iron 
Co., 
at Mahanoy Plane, six miners 


were killed and five were burned, four 
of them probably fatally. The dead 
are: 


Peter Greenback, of St. Clair. 
Joseph Glibe, of Crescent Hill. 
Thomas Durkin, of Girardville. 
Benj. Reber, of Mahanoy Plane. 
Peter Kline and Anthony Myers, of 


Ashland. 


The first five men were probably in- 


stantly killed, and it was some time be- 
fore their bodies were recovered from 
the workings; but Meyers was taken 
out alive and died on the way to the 
hospital. 


The injured are: 
Edward Davis, of Girardville. 
William Minnich and William Goff, 


of Ashland. 


John Lamey and William Davis, oE 


Mahanoy Plane. 


It is feared that the first four of 


these injured men are fatally burned, 
but Davis was only slightly hurt. 


The origin of the explosion is not 


known, but it is supposed that a naked 
lamp ignited a large body of gas that 
had been let loose from a blast that 
•was made in the gangway. 


The explosion set fire to the timbers 


of what is called the "Monkey air- 
way" cutting off all escape of the five 
men killed. 


The six men who were taken out 


alive were nearest the gangway and 
escaped the suffocating fumes of the 
gas and the avalanche of coal and 
timber which followed the explosion. 


A fierce fire broke out in the gang- 


way, but nevertheless the work of res- 
cuing the imprisoned men or recover- 
ing their bodies, was at once proceeded 
with. A line of hose was run into the 
gangway, and between 2 and 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon the dead bodies 
of the five men were recovered. 


The fire in the mine is still raging 


fiercely, and is in a place not easy of 
access. The mine officials hope to be 
able to extinguish the flames before 
they get a hold on the coal, for in that 
case the mine would have to be flooded 
and over 800 men thrown out of work. 
The colliery has a capacity of 260,000 
tons annually.

Central railroad company, visited the 
council room to submit the company's 
proposition for the construction of the 
subway under the Illinois Central road- 
bed that Franklin street may be opened 
direct to the county bridge.

The city shall do all of the exca 
vating necessary, and agrees so far as 
that street is concerned the railroac 
company shall be exempt from specia 
taxes for paving or other purposes, anc 
that the city will always keep the street 
below in such repair as it deems best 
free of cost to the railroad. The road 
w<»y leading to the sub-way shall be6( 
feet wide, and shall cross beneath the 
tracks at right angles instead of ob 
liquely, as the original street proposed 
the railroad agreeing to give free of cosl 
the ground needed to make the change 
This camp,not as a recommendation from 
the committee,but as a direct proposition 
from the Co., with the statement thai 
it was open for acceptance only at this 
meeting. Alderman Montgomery moved 
that the proposition be accepted and 
Alderman Bartholomew seconded the 
motion. Mayor Moffitt eaid the action 
would be hasty, and suggested that the 
matter go over until the city engineer 
had time to make an eetimate of the 
coat of the werk to be done by

INCOME TAX RETURNS. 


Individuals and Corporations Af- 


fected and Those Which 


K 
Are Exempt. 


The internal revenue collector is daily 


receiving returns from private citizens 
and 
from 
corporations touched by 


the provisions of tho income tax law, 
says the Springfield Journal. As is the 
case in the payment of all other taxce, 
there is a manifest disposition to post- 
pone making the returns to ae late a 
date an is consistent with safety. It is 
anticipated 
that 
the office 
will b» 


delugod during the last few days pre- 
vious tothe date when all returns must 
be in. 


It is the purpose of the law to tar 


only net incomes. All money and th« 
value of all personal properly received 
as a gift or an inheritance must be in- 
cluded in the return. Thus the money 
which a widow or anyone receives on the 
life insurance policy falls within the 
operation of the law, provided it, to- 
gether with other sources of income, 
make an aggregate of $4,0(10, and a state- 
ment must be filed if it amount to 83,500 


more. The tax cannot be escaped by 


neglecting or postponing tho division of 
gains or profits in tho case of partner- 
ships. It must be staled whether the 
divisions have been made or not. Inter- 
est on bonds, notes, mortgagee, etc.» 
which has accrued during the year, 
must be returned as income regjtrdlessof 
whether it has been collected or not, so 
long as it is presumed to be eoUectiblo. 


The legal deductions include national, 


state, county, school 
and municipal 


taxes, losses sustained by firo or other- 
wise, not repaired or covered by insur- 
ance, and worthless debts. In -ease a 
portion of the income han been derived 
from a corporation, this may also be de- 
ducted, as the tax will already have been 
paid by the corporation. 


The law is more strict with corpora- 


tions than individuals. The Iatt6r aro 
allowed" an exemption of $4000, but cor- 
porations must pay 2 per cent on all net 
gains. A failure to return within tho 
legal limit of time incurs a penalty of 
$1000 on a corporation in addition to a 
taxation of 2 per cent a month until the 
corporation shall have settled. 


The corporations exempt from tho 


law are in general those for charitable, 
religious or educational purposes, sav- 
ings banks and institutions, mutual or 
other insurance companies conducted 
solely for the benefit of tho policy-holders 
or members. 


Officials of corporations and profes- 


sional men with incomes over the $-1000 
limit will be obliged to contribute to tho 
support of tho government. Tho sala- 
ries of slate, county and municipal offi- 
cers are exempt.

Tiie Treasury Department's Gold 


Bond Issua 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


1S.YIEWEDBT SECRETARY CARLISLE. 


While the Price Obtained for the Bonds 


was a Low One, the Wonder i* 


that They Could be Disposed 


of at Any Price. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Since 
the 


publication of the terms of the con- 
tract under which the recent issue of 
beads was disposed of the treasury de- 
partment has been frequently asked 
for information, and a statement pre- 
pared by the treasury was yesterday 
•eat to probably half a dozen senators. 
It is as follows: 


On January 17, 1805, the first indica- 


tion of a general withdrawal of gold 
fo- the purpose of hoarding in this 
country was noticed. These increased 
rapidly, culminating, on the 27th of 
January, in total withdrawals of 87,- 
157,146 on that day. On the 28th of 
January the first message of the ur- 
gency deficiency was presented to con- 
jrruss. On that day over (4,000,000 
were withdrawn. On the following 
day, January 29, over $3,000,000 were 
•withdrawn, and owing to the failure 
of congress to act, or apparently to ap- 
preciate the situation, the withdraw- 
all, on the 30th of January went to 
nearly 84,000,000. 


The evening of that day negotiations 


were taken up in New York and the 
first publication in the newspapers 
that the government was about to un- 
dertake something appeared, and on 
th« morning of the 81st of January the 
withdrawals dropped to 83,359,928. 
Further publication on the 1st of 
February affected 
the situation so 


trmt only 81,454,805 were withdrawn, 
an<l on the announcement of the news- 
pajjers (which, however, was not trne) 
thi.t the negotiations had been satisfac- 
torily 
completed, the withdrawals 


practically ceased, and about $1,800,000 
wero returned to the treasury. The 
total withdrawals of February 2 were 
only 867,889, 


The delay, however, in making pub- 


lic the announcement had created 
901 ae uneasiness, and on the 5th the 
withdrawals rose to $380,303, and on 
the report of a hitch in the negotia- 
tioas the withdrawals rose on the fol- 
lov ing day to over $729,000. Messrs. 
Bclmont and Morgan, however, came 
to Washington, and the papers, on the 
morning of February 7, announced 
that the negotiations had not been 
broken off, and from that time the 
withdrawals decreased greatly. 
. Between December 1, 1894, and Feb- 
ruary 13, 1895, the total amount of 
withdrawals of gold was 880,786,302, 
antl the exports of gold during the 
same period amounted to $36,852,389— 
showing that about $40,000,000 had 
been withdrawn for hoarding 
poses in this country during this 
period. In other words, the citizens 
of 1 he United States had lost faith in 
the ability of their government to pay 
gold for its notes, and a run on the 
treasury commenced. 


Ii< must be remembered that the 


withdrawals at New York, while made 
by the banks, are not made for their 
own interests, but very largely for 
their country customers. The people 
with whom the contract was made had 
taken part in the November syndicate, 
ant; had seen the bonds purchased at 
that time at 117, rise sharply to 119, 
and fall thereafter to 1U—the latter 
figure showing a net loss oE ','< per cent, 
on the price paid by the '•yndicate, 
am) taking this in connection with the 
possible hostile action on the part of 
congress, it is not surpris'ng that 
a high price could not be obtaiued. In 
fad, it was difficult to make any deal- 
ing-, at all.

(Second Session.) 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Yesterday's 


session of the senate was interesting 
from start to finish. Early in the day 
the resolution offered last Saturday 
by Mr. Stewart (pop., Nev.), declaring 
that there is no authority in law for 
the purchase of gold coin in preference 
to other coin, was laid before the sen- 
ate and Mr. Gray (dem., Del.) took ad- 
vantage of it to reply to the at- 
tacks 
made on

States 
in 
connection 
with 
the 


contract for the purchase of gold 
by the issue of 4-per-cent. thirty-year 
bonds. Mr. Gray entered into a de- 
fense of the action of the president, 
and showed that the president had 
twice appealed to congress for aid in 
sustaining the credit of the United 
States; that congress had sat dumb 
and h responsive to these appeals, and 
that the executive action was dictated 
by his duty under the laws. It was 
entirely the fault of congress, not of 
the president, if the government had 
to pay interest at the rate of 3% per 
cent, instead of 3 per cent 


Senator Sherman also addressed the 


senate. 


There was no action on the resolu- 


tion. 
When it was out of the way, 


the agricultural 
appropriation bill 


was taken up, and was, after a couple 
of hours' discussion of various amend- 
ments, passed. 


Then Mr. Jones (dem., Ark.) came 


forward with a motion that the senate 
proceed to the consideration of the 
bill reported by him from the finance 
committee on tlie 12th instant, provid- 
ing for the issue of bonds and coinage 
of silver. This motion was antago- 
nized by a motion to adjourn, made by 
Mr. Hale (rep., Me.), but the senate, 
by the very decisive vote of 17 to 36, 
refused to adjourn. 


After some intermediary skirmishiijg 


the Senate came to a direct vote on the 
motion to take up the silver bill, aqd 
th« friends of that measure prevailed 
with a majority of 3—the vote being: 
Yeas, 30; nays, 27. The bill was laid 
before thp senate and then after notice 
by Mr. Jones that he would try to hace 
a final vote before adjournment to-day, 
the senate at 0:30 adjourned. 


[The Jones bill provides as follows: 


"That from and after the passage of 
this act the secretary of the treasury 
is hereby authorized and directed to re- 
ceive at any United States mint, from 
any citizen of the United States silver 
bullion, of standard fineness, and coin 
the same into silver dollars of 412K 
grains each. The seigniorage on the

Those passed were bills 
fixing the minimum pension of pen- 
sioners of the Mexican war and the 
Indian wars from 1S33 to 1842 at $12 
perrno^th; amending the statutes con- 
cerning the regulation of steam ves- 
sels, and granting Mount vernr)n bar. 
racks, Ala,, to that state lor public 
purposes.

Tho Theory of the Defense Bo- 


giuning- to Unfo'd. 


THE TABLES TO BE TURHED ON ADRY. 


Significant Testimony of Miss Wach- 


ter. Stenographer for th« Attorney 


for the Prosecution—Flattered 


and Threatened. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 19.—Miss 


Wachter, the star witness for the de- 
fense, was not in the court room at the 
opening-of the Hay ward trial yesterday 
morning. She was suffering from ton- 
sil ilis. The question of the admission 
of her testimony arose, however, and 
Mr. Nye stated to the court that the 
state withdrew its objection. 


"Well, I will hear from Mr. Blixt 


himself on the subject," was the reply 
of the court, and proceedings were 
stayed for twenty minutes until the 
latter could be brought from jail. 


When Blixt appeared he took a seat 


near the judge's bench and looked 
calmly about him. 


"Mr. Blixt," said the court, "the de- 


fense have offered the testimony oi 
Miss Wachter, the stenographer of Mr. 
Odell, your attorney, who was in your 
cell the day before Christmas. Have 
you any objection to her testifying?" 


"No, sir, I have not," was the prompt 


reply. 


The defense then called Thomas 


Waterman to the stand to prove an 
alibi for Hay ward the afternoon of De- 
cember 3. Waterman was with Hay- 
ward all day and detailed the various 
places at which they were togther. 


When Miss Wachter was called to 


the stand she looked indignant, and 
her lookb did not belie the fact. When 
asked as to the statement that Blixt 
had accused Adry Hayward of being 
an accomplice, and that Harry was to 
be accused of the murder, she started 
talking at a rapid rate. In answer to 
the questions she said: 


"Blixt said they put up the job about 


two weeks before the murder, and 
went out and picked out the spot. On 
the day of the murder, he said, Adry 
told him to take the iron and go out to 
the lake, where they picked out the 
spot, and if he wanted help, Frank 
would be there to help him." . 


She said that Blixt had gfVen this 


as part of the statement to his attor- 
ney, but that the latter had become 
very angry, and told Blixt to say 
nothing more about Adry Hayward.
